I have been a member of the American Iris Society for 


twenty years and have been an Accredited: Judge for~ about - 


seventeen years. Six years ago I was appointed regional vice 
president, but this is my first price list. 


My years of work with Mr. White in his seedling garden 
have been of great value to me. I feel that I know a good iris 
and I do not intend to list any but good irises. 


As I cannot grow all good irises, I have decided to limit my 
list, for the most part, to those varieties which have originated on 
the Pacific Coast. 


With daffodils my training has been different. I was fortu- 
nate in knowing Dr. Stillman Berry, who stimulated my natural 
love for daffodils, and it was in his garden, many years ago. 
that I first met Mr. and Mrs. Kenyon L. Reynolds, among whose 
seedlings are some of the most beautiful daffodils I have ever 
seen. Some of these seedlings are being selected, and named, 
and I hope will adorn your gardens and give to you the joy 
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they have given to me. 


My list of named varieties of daffodils contains, as you will 


see, only choice sorts. 


The New Irises 


ELENA CHOOSING (Answer x Jocund) 
(White). I consider this to be one of 
the most outstanding new irises in South- 
ern California. It brings a new color into 
our iris gardens. The beautiful standards 
are metallic old gold, with a faint sugges- 
tion of lilac in the shadows. The falls are 
a darker bronze-gold with a surprising 
blaze of bright lilac below the rich orange 
beard. One can hardly call this a yellow 
iris. The stalks are tall and well-branched 
and the flowers are large. This is an ar- 
resting iris. $15.00 


MESS SALLY (Miss California x Califor- 
nia Gold) (Salbach). When one is con- 
sidering the new pink irises this should not 
be overlooked. It is in shades of pink and 
rose smoothly blended. By comparison it 
is considerably more pink than any iris in 
my garden. The color is lovely. The stalks 
are tall and the flowers large. Miss Sally 
is a splendid performer, blooming more 
than once a year and over long periods, 
and yet it-never fails to send up an abun- 
dance of new fans. $8.00 


SKY MAID (Purissima x Pacific) (Walk- 
er). This fine blue of medium tone is 
earlier than Sierra Blue, and I notice that 
although it has about the same color value 
as Sierra Blue, it is bluer in tone. It is 
a self even to the nice beard. It is a very 
lovely and desirable iris. $3.00 each 


BLUE CLAY (Dysart). <A large, grace- 
ful and very tall light blue that I have 
been growing with pleasure for three years. 
It makes an outstanding clump, as there 
are many of these tall, many-branched 
stalks and six open flowers on one stalk is 
not uncommon.

POLLY (Sweet Alibi x 1-C-4) (Williams 
Dr. F. F.). No one could deny that this 
iris is an entirely different shade (on a 
different page in Ridgeway) than any oth- 
er blue iris. The bit of onco in its ances- 
try may account for it. It is a lovely 
grayed hue, with the falls slightly darker 
than the standards. The tall, slender, 
but stout stalks are widely branched, so 
the flowers do not interfere with one 
another. $5.00 each 


GIPSY KING. An onco-bred. The broad 
standards and falls form a blocky, compact 
flower of sturdy substance. It is an un- 
usual shade of dark red, or maroon, with 
blackish sheen on the falls. All garden 
visitors spot it. $5.00 each 


TAWNY PEARL (Welcome x Nene) (Tay- 
lor Fred E.). Beautiful smooth petals, 
with delicate coloring, mark this as an iris 
for those who like soft, unusual shades. 
The standards are creamy tan and the falls 
are the same color with a flush of cocoa 
brown. ‘The flowers are of medium size 
and the well-branched stalks are not tall 
but it is a lovely flower and is charming 
under artificial light.

VAL (Mauna Loa x Brown Betty) (Bren- 
an). This is a lovely iris, but it is not the 
amoena of my dreams. I was much im- 
pressed with it when I first saw it, which 
was just before my hospital experience of 
a year ago. ‘Later I was sure that it was 
an amoena. In truth it is a bicolor. The 
perfectly formed round standards are shin- 
ing violet of palest tint. The round, flar- 
ing falls are deeper violet decorated with 
lines radiating from the center as in 
Brown Betty, one of its parents. No flower 
could have more beautiful poise. It resem- 
bles a beautiful, giant butterfly, just 
ready to take off. $5.00 each 


LADY GRACE (Lothrop). A distinct 
white iris. In its graceful poise and in the 
suede-like texture of its petals, this is.a 
different white. As an individual flower or 
in mass it is a beautiful iris. The 40-inch 
stalks are well branched; it is rapid of in- 
crease and it is resistant to inclement 
weather. A very free bloomer. A large 
stock makes a low introductory price pos-

Mr. and Mrs. Reynolds have selected from 
among their seedlings, that have bloomed 
two seasons in my garden, the following 
daffodils. ‘The descriptions are my own- 
made while they were in flower. 


TEMECULA. A most striking yellow in- 
comparabilis. Tall, uplifting flower with 
the broad imbricated petals of the peri- 
anth as flat as if glued together. The 
distinct crown is broad and ‘widely flanged. 
The texture is smooth and shining. This 
is a stunning daffodil. Price $20.00 


MARIPOSA. Large crowned Leedsii. This 
is one of those daffodils that is lovely be- 
yond words. It has almost the proportions 
of a white trumpet. The broad overiap- 
ping petals are sharply pointed and the 
flower lifts so that the center of the ex- 
quisite crown can be seen. It has sub- 
stance and texture to satisfy the most ex- 
acting and the ability above any daffodil 
in my garden to withstand severe weather 
conditions. Price $15.00 


TEHACHAPI. Large crowned Leedsii. A 
daffodil with style and lilt. Large flow- 
ers, broad, overlapping pointed petals, 
stained yellow near the crown, which is 
long and narrow. <A beautifully finished 
flower. Price $10.00 


GAY DANCER. Bicolor Barii. I think it 
is the very thick, overlapping petals with 
their crinkled edges that marks this as 
being so distinct. It has a large flower and 
comes on tall stems. The wide petals are 
very white with a greenish hue near the 
flat yellow cup, which has a vivid mar- 
gin. Price $5.00 


I am offering two seedlings under number 
at a low price. ‘These two have the fine 
quality of all Reynolds selections, and are 
free blooming, but lack some of the dis- 
tinction of the named varieties. 


#9-2b. This could be compared to John 
Evelyn. This has better substance, short- 
er neck, taller stems, and is not so frowsy 
as John Evelyn. Price $1.00 
#31-4a. The widely overlapping pointed 
petals form two triangles, making a flat 
perianth. The expanded crown is ruffled 
and lacerated at the edge. White petals 
and lemon yellow crown. Price $1.00 
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
